a.  General: 

(1 )  lb*  mission  of  the  14th  Combat  Aviation  Battalion  is  to  provide 
timely,  direct  and  general  aviation  support  to  the  Americal  Divisior

(3)  The  weather  had  a  great  effect  on  aircraft  operations  during  the 
month  of  October.  Due  to  the  NS  monsoon,  which  had  panotrated  into  RVH  In 
late  September,  weather  conditions  were  characterised  by  heavy  precipitation 
(an  average  of  &-18"  per  month)  and  ground  fog,  resulting  In  poor  visibility 
and  low  ceilings.  The  poor  weather  and  increased  enemy  activity  in  tho  area 
of  operations  accounted  for  this  increase  in  aircraft  hits.

a.  Training 


It  is  c-.waya  difficult  far  unite  operating  in  a  combat  environment  to  adhere 
to  rigid  training  schedules.  Therefore,  ths  majority  of  the  14th  CAB  ir  OJT 
or  skill  type  training.  It  is  also  recognized,  howovar,  that  a  certcin  amount 
of  classroom  or  non-skill  typo  training  is  nooessary  to  mako  each  unit  com¬ 
pletely  combat  effective..  Dozing  this  reporting  period  revisions  wore  mads 
to  the  14th  CAB  training  program  in  order  to  ra-onphaalie  this  classroom 
training  and  specifically  to  provide  for  periodic  review  of  the  annual 
training  requirements.  .  Training  schedules  are  submitted  on  a  monthly  basis, 
affording  the  units  flexibility  necessary  to  conduct  this  typo  of  training. 

As  reportod  in  previous  OBLL'g  the  battalion  has  s  program  by  which  newly 
arriving  enlisted  personnel  rooeive  an  in- country  orientation  and  training 
sours#  Arom  the  Amorical  Division,  Biia  c  our  so  has  recently  been  shortened 
from  one  weak  to  tuo  days  for  combat  support  troops.  As  all  our  personnel 
ere  classified  as  combat  support  troops  our  am  hour  loss  from  this  training 
has  boon  significantly  rsducod.  However,  thero  has  boon  no  reduction  in  ths 
effectiveness  of  the  course  since  all  yearly  training  requirements  are  covered, 
This  program  has  proved  to  be  quite  beneficial  to  the  14th  CAB  training 
program. 

Aircrow  proficiency  training  is  conducted  as  OJT  during  all  operations, 
ho  t  flight  training  subjeots  are  integrated  into  the  everyday  missions. 
Baphasls  has  boon  placed  on  instrument  subjects  with  the  boginning  of  the 
monsoon  season.  The  14th  CAB’s  continued  practice  of  assigning  the  most 
experienced  aircraft  ooamandsrs  with  the  nowly  arrived  aviators  has  bean 
quite  effective.  During  this  reporting  period,  a  program  has  bean  instituted 
whereby  each  company  is  assigned  ens  aircraft  per  day  as  a  training  aircraft, 
then  required.  This  enables  each  eompany  to  keep  its  flight  training  currant. 
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f.  04  logistics  and  Maintenance 

(1)  Class  I  -  A  critical  shortage  of  rations  dovolopod  at  tho  174th 
AKC  uhlch  is  station  od  at  Due  Rio.  Substituto  items  waro  not  issuod  whan  the 
roquirod  food  itoms  vara  not  in  stock.  Condimanta,  flour,  oil!:,  frosh  fruit 
end  freon  vogotablos  we.  o  oxtremoly  limited.  Bio  primer;-  cause  of  tho  problem 
vas  lech  of  transportation  from  Da  Hang  and  Dalat.  The  ration  problem  oedsts 
in  all  units  that  aro  atationod  at  Due  Rio.  Tho  situation  is  improving  slowly. 

(2)  Class  II  and  IV  -  Issuo  of  H0M£X  flight  suits  has  boon  completed 
to  tho  three  assault  holicopter  companies  assigned  to  tho  14th  CAB.  tlOidUX 
flight  suits  aro  still  not  avail ablo  for  crowoabora  assignod  to  tho  two 
assault  support  holiaoptor  companies.  NOMZX  flight  gloves  have  not  boon  issuod 
to  thi.:  battalion.  A  critical  shortago  of  leather  flying  glovos  oxiotr:  in 

all  units  at  tho  present  time.  All  efforts  to  obtain  flying  gloves  have  been 
unsuccessful.  Critical  shortages  still  cadet  in  firefighting  equipment  and 
ballistic  hairnets. 

(3)  Claes  III  -  Ton  (10)  Forward  Aroa  Itofuoling  Equipment  (I'-’lifi) 

Mts  have  bo -in  issuod  to  the  battalion.  However,  due  to  a  shortage  of 
collapsible  fuol  contain  or  3,  organic  refuoling  feoilitios  would  be  inodoquato 
to  service  all  companies  if  tho  14th  CAB  was  roquirod  to  displace  to  a  forward 
location.  Ooll&psiblo  fuel  oontcincrs  have  boon  on  requisition  since 
February  1966.  Currant  availability  of  refueling  oquipnont  is  adoquato  to 
meet  mission  cormdtmants  in  a  fixed  baso  operation. 

(4)  Class  V  -  Iro  significant  events. 

(5)  Base  Devolopmont  -  Tho  176th  AHC  is  currontly  locator!  in  tho 
danger  zono  of  a  recently  completed  ASP.  The  unit  has  bem  directed  to 
move  to  a  new  location  which  is  approximately  5^0  motors  north  of  ite 
present  area.  The  aircraft  parking  and  troop  contoneoent  areas  are  currontly 
in  the  planning  stages  at  the  Baso  Development  Office  of  the  Amorical 
Division.

(o)  Repair  pert#  for  CH-47'a  remained  critical  during  this  period, 
lhe  rebuild  facility  of  the  FAKE*  ship  provided  outstanding  support  and  spare 
parts  to  oomplete  the  Majority  of  3rd  PE1  a  on  tha  assignocl  CH-47B  helicopters 
by  accomplishing  the  vertical  hinge  pin  and  bearing  rotation  inspection  on 
the  fora  and  aft  heads.  Cracked  formers  in  three  CIi-47  helicopters  of  the 
178th  ASHC  and  one  in  the  132nd  ASIIC  were  finally  repaired  by  a  factory  aod- 
ifi cation,  Shaetmetal  assistance  for  tha  repair  and  installation  of  th3 
formers  was  provided  br  LSI  contract  personnel  on  duty  with  the  335th  Trans¬ 
portation  Conpany  (ADS;. 

(d)  The  transition  from  UH-1D  to  UH-1H  helicopters  was  ooaqpleted 
in  October  with  the  tunuln  for  retrograde  of  the  last  two  UH-lD  helicopters. 

Oh  hand  at  the  oloae  of  this  reporting  period  are  fifty-seven  Uli-lII  helicopters 
and  twenty-one  UH— 1 C  helicopters. 

(a)  The  availability  of  repair  parts  for  UH-1  aircraft  has  in¬ 
creased.  Special  efforts  have  boon  made  to  deliver  T- 53-1- 11  and  L-13  anginas 
within  five  days.  Vith  few  exceptions  this  dea’llna  has  bean  root.  However, 
other  items,  such  se  Main  Rotor  Hubs,  Tail  Rotor  Hubs  end  Tail.  Booms  for 
tlUlC  and  UH— III  helicopters,  are  causing  lengthy  NORS  time  loss. 

(f)  Vehicle  spare  parts  supply  regained  at  a  low  level  during 
August  and  September.  Command  emphasis  both  on  the  508th  Maintenance  Company 
and  on  the  Unit  in  tor  Pools  to  properly  requisition  parts  resulted  in  an 
increase  of  spare  parts  during  the  month  of  October.  Other  than  excess 
vehicles  which  have  boeo  authorised,  all  excess  vehicles  have  been  turned 

in  or  transferred  out  of  the  battalion.  The  overall  veld. ole  availability 
for  the  battalion  is  now  more  realistic  with  approximately  65/*  availability. 

The  majority  of  vehicles  dead!  in  ad  are  in  Direct  Support  Maintenance. 

(g)  Personnel  problems  concerning  maintenance  qualified  personnel 
remain od  stable  in  all  area*  except  for  aircraft  armament  repairmen,  MOS 
45J20,  This  battalion  is  authorized  13  repairmen.  At  the  close  of  this  parloc 
we  are  short  6.  Of  the  remaining  7  repairmen, ,  two  D0QS  in  Hoveaber,  two 
DUIOS  in  pbcamber  and  one  departs  in  April  1969.  In  addition  to  jutndtting 
an  emergency  requisition  for  these  personnel,  we  have  requested  additional 
quotas  for  the  in-country  armament  subsystem  repair  course.  This  should  pro¬ 
vide  temporary  relief  of  this  ahortaga  of  personnel. 
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g.  Other:  (To  include  Civil  Affairs,  Comno,  m&  Chaplain's  Coeiaenta) 

(1)  Chaplain's  Coianonts 

Religious  coverage  for  pereonnel  in  the  14th  CAB  is  provided  la 
threo  ways:  Voluntary  worship  services,  counselling-pastoral  contacts,  *nd 
character  guidance. 

(a)  Worship  Services.  2ach  Sunday  the  battalion  chaplain,  CPT 
Thomas  11,  Warrao  conducts  five  Protestant  Worship  Services.  Four  of  those 
are  morning  services  held  at  tho  battalion  chapel,  132nd  ASIIC  area,  7lst  AT.C 
flight  lino,  and  toe  Amorioal  Combat  Training  Canter  Chapel.  Hasses  are 
conducts’  at  toe  battalion  chapel  qvery  -Sunday  morning  and  on  lioly  days  of 
Oblige. tion  by  toe  Americal  Division  Chaplain.  Jewish  personnel  are  encovraged 
to  attend  toe  Jewish  service  at  the  Amerieal  Chapel  every  Friday  evening. 

One  Roman  Catholic  and  one  Protestant  service  are  conducted  every  6undc.y  at 
the  I74to  <JIC  at  Duo  Fho  by  chaplains  of  tho  11th  Brigade,  Amerieal  Division. 

(b)  The  Battalion  Chaplain  is  oonsultod  for  counselling  end  makes 
frequent  pastoral  visits  to  all  tho  company  work  areas,  mess  halls  and  clubs. 

(c)  The  14th  CAB  has  adopted  the  Amerieal  Division's  Character 
Guidance  Program  by  distributing  toe  Division's  monthly  topic  stannary  hand-out 
to  all  companies.  Two  companies  supplorasnt  the  hand-out  with  brief  ampli¬ 
fications  by  commander  or  chaplain. 

(2)  Tho  14th  Combat  Aviation  Battalion  Civil  Affairs  Program, 
under  too  direction  of  the  Battalion  Chaplain  (Worms,  Thomas  M.,  CPT, 

02  332  781,  CHC)  and  Flight  Surgeon  (Wurgler,  Jaaos  N.,  CPT,  05  718  398, 

NC)  continues  to  provide  the  bulk  of  financial  end  guidance  support  for  the 
eighty  fivo  children  at  the  Tabltha  Protestant  Orphanage  at  An-Tan.  Bach 
month,  voluntary  contributions  from  14 to  GAB  personnel  are  reoelvocl,  converted 
to  plasters,  end  then  presented  to  tho  orphanage  supervisors.  Combined  vith  . 
occasional  financial  support  from  congregations  in  too  US  and  regular  support 
from  the  12th  HAG  chaplain's  office,  tho  14th  CAB  contributes  from  60,000  to 
95,000  piasters  to  toe  orphanage  each  month.  Oth ar  contributions,  such  as 
nodical  care,  clothing,  sewing  machines,  building  materials,  and  anting  utensils 
are  coordinated  through  the  14th  CAB  chaplain.  The  empcmjr  not  supporting  'Ada 
orphanage  13  too  174th  AHC  which  supports  another  orphanage  st  Due  Ifco. 

(3)  Battalion  Communication# 

(a)  During  the  period  1  August  to  31  October  1968,  tho  battalion 
ccsnunicctione  conter,  supervised  by  1LT  Gorbov,  Christopher,  alG  C,  05  329  163, 
has  installed  a  radio- tola  typo  in  tha  oosnunlestiona  oantar.  In  ad'Ation,  the 
communications  center  has  continuod  to  operate  landline  teletype,  high 
fre^uaaoy^radio,  and  the  backup  radio- teletype,  mounted  In  s  v  ton  truck 
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(b)  At  the  present  time  90%  of  tho  battalion  aircraft  have  Leon 
retrofitted  to  accept  the  TSEC/I3-2G.  Tho  battalion  communications  section 
will  receive  100  XX-28's  uithin  tho  nor.t  2  weeks  and  begin  installing  them 
in  aircraft.  3eforo  inatdlation  is  complete,  the  aircraf  t  wirln.^  most  bo 
modified  to  return  volume  control  to  tho  AJJ/ARC-54  control  hoad.  Tlxis  modifi¬ 
cation  is  presently  being  made  to  all  battalion  aircraft. 

2.  (C)  Soction  2.  lessons  Loomed:  Command  or  s  Observations,  Evaluations  and 

Recommendations. 

a.  Psraonnal: 

(1)  ltal-aisignmsnt  of  exp  or  ion  cad  aviators 

(a)  Obaorvationt  this  unit  continues  to  loco  experienced  Cl— 47 
aviators  to  assignments  not  in  accord  with  their  capabilities. 

(b)  Evaluation:  This  unit  continues  to  lose  oxperiencod  CIi—47 
aviators  to  duties  not  involving  the  CH-47.  Roplaenants  are  arriving  at  a 
slow  rate  end  are,  for  the  moat  part,  right  out  of  flight  training.  This 
required  an  extensive  training  program  before  they  become  operationally 
qualified. 

(c)  Recommendation:  That  experienced  01—47  aviators  not  bo 
reassigns!  to  duties  not  connected  with  Cl —47  operations. 

(2)  MOS  Shortage 

(a)  Observation:  Thero  is  a  critical  shortage  of  personnel 
within  the  battalion  school  trained  in  tho  71 B  and  71P  IDS 's. 

(b)  Evaluation:  This  shortage  of  qualifiod  personnel  imposes  a 
hardship  on  the  battalion.  It  requires  extensive  training  and  :  forking 
personnel  outside  their  MDS, 

(c)  Recommendation:  That  all  units  in  USARV  be  screened  for 
excess  personnel  in  these  MDS's  and  if  available,  that  they  be  reassigned 
to  fill  shortages  existing  In  other  units. 

b.  Operations: 

(l)  Lost  Tima  in  Pick-up  Zone 

(a)  Observation:  On  occasion,  during  assault  operations,  there 
are  a  few  disoriented  troops  in  tho  pick-up  zone  who  are  unable  to  locate  an 
available  seat  in  one  of  the  lift  aircraft. 
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(b)  Evaluation:  lo  havo  found  that  tlmo  la  aonotlmos  lost 
unnecessarily  in  tho  PZ  duo  to  tho  loot  fov  notary  pornonuol  searching 
ft*oa  aircraft  to  aircraft  for  a  spaco.  To  alloviato  tho  prohlom  wo  havo  any 
ship,  not  loaded  to  tha  ACL,  turn  on  its  rotating  boaeon.  Tho  ground  troop* 
arc  briofod  as  to  tha  moaning  of  tho  light  prior  to  tha  operation.  Otis  systoa 
ha*  workod  quito  offoctivoly  and  reduced  ?Z  timoo  considerably. 

(c)  Recommendation:  Quit  other  •units  adopt  this  tocluiique  a* 
part  of  thoir  Pi  SOP.  TTu-.t  ground  units  continue  to  plr.ee  emphasis  on  correct 
troop  count,  and  distribution  of  troops  into  pltnnod  ACL ’s. 

(2)  Multiplo  Landing  Zonos 

(a)  Observation:  Ground  conmandors,  whan  planning  operations  with 
sultlplo  lending  zones,  do  not  always  provido  sufficiant  separation  for 
affective  pro-strikos  and  suppressive  firos  on  all  lending  zones. 

(b)  Evaluation:  ’Ihon  ground  commanders  soloct  multiple  landing 
aonoa  with  inadequate  sop  oration  bo  two  on  the  landing  ^ones.  thoy  restrict  tho 
supporting  aviation  unit  on  tho  uso  of  supprossivo  firos  rdthout  providing 
landing  zono  security.  On  aovoral  occasions,  ooabet  assaults  havo  boon  made 
into  an  insecure  landing  zono  v/ithout  supprossivo  firo.  This  was  noeossltatod 
by  tho  close  proximity  of  friendly  troops  in  a  previous  landing  zono. 

(c)  Recommendation :  But  ground  command  or  s  bo  encouraged  to 
soloct  landing  zonos  with  adequate  separation  to  allow  supproaaivo  firos. 

(3)  Dropped  Loads:  and  Sling  load  Techniques 

(a)  Observation:  Tho  battalion  baa  experienced  an  oxcoanivo 
nwbor  of  dropped  loads  duo  to  faulty  rigging  equipment  and  iaqjroparly  rigged 
loads. 


(b)  Evaluation:  The  use  of  damaged  or  old  rigging  ecuijmont 
and  faulty  rigging  techniques  is  bocoming  a  major  problom  to  this  battalion, 
loads  dropped  during  tho  quarter  numbered  14.  Ten  ware  oauasd  by  rigging 
equipment  failure.  Ono  was  droppod  duo  to  improper  rigging,  two  were  c!"oppad 
intentionally  by  aircraft  receiving  hits  tv  on  hoavy  anomy  fire,  and  one.  vac 
droppod  intentionally  when  an  aircraft  inadvertantly  enter od  OR  conditions  at 
slow  airspeed.  The  primary  problom  appears  to  bo  the  lack  of  adherence  to 
sling  tlmo  uso  restrictions  and/or  lack  of  replacement  oquipment  whan  straps 
and  nets  bocomo  old  and  unserviceable.  In  somo  instances,  the  lack  of  training 
in  proper  rigging  procedures  and  hook  up  procedures  was  readily  apparent  .\rd 
and  ware  oorr acted  prior  to  hook  up.  Tine  doos  not  permit  tho  aircraft  crow 
to  land  end  inspect  all  load3  prior  to  picking  them  up,  however.  Thi;; 
battalion  has  formed  a  mobile  training  team  for  tho  purpose  of  instructing  tho 
proper  rigging  and  hook  up  tochniquos.  The  toon  also  instructs  on  tb  an  in- 
tananco,  servico  lifo  and  roolac  ament  of  rigging  oquipment.  At  tho  urosumt 
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time,  tli  3  ao'.'il  3  training  team  ij  in  die  process  of  instructing  all  the 
sup  ertod  units  within  the  .In or i cal  division,  in  addition ,  tho  Ancrical 
division  Combat  Center  is  presenting,  a  class  on  rigging  techniques  to  all 
replacements  coming  into  tho  division. 

(c)  Recommendation:  That  all  sup  oortod  units  bo  required  to 
adlioro  to  tlio  servico  lifo  of  all  rigging  oquipment  and  that  requisitions 
for  rigging  oquipmont  bo  fillod  on  a  priority  basis. 

(4)  Froquoncy  Coordination  Problems 

(a)  Observation:  Units  in  tho  fiold  are  continually  using 
al tomato  radio  froquoncios  without  notifying  tho  aviation  units. 

(b)  Evaluation:  Thoro  havo  boon  many  in  stone  a  3  v/horo  tho 
pilots  would  attorapt  to  contact  a  unit  on  their  assigned  frequency  with 

no  results.  In  most  cn3os,  tho  supported  unit  had  changod  to  an  al  tomato 
frequency  which  was  not  listed  in  the  pilot's  SOI.  ."in  a  rosult,  many 
flying  hours  aro  wasted  when  the  pilot  has  to  call  tho  nost  highor  head¬ 
quarters  to  obtain  corroct  frequencies. 

(c)  Recommendation:  All  units  should  notify  tho  Division 
Aviation  Officer  immediately  upon  implementation  of  AL  tomato  coll  signs 
or  froquoncios.  lhe  DAO  should,  in  turn,  notify  th±3  battalion  of  tho 
change  to  facilitate  resupply  opor  ttions. 

(5)  Air  Mission  Command  or  s 

(a)  Observation:  Some  ground  units  have  had  difficulty 
in  controlling  thoir  aviation  assets  and  thus  increase  thoir  reaction  time 
to  changes  in  the  tactical  situation. 


(b)  Evaluation:  hlth  the  increased  number  of  spontaneous 
op  oration  3  by  the  amcrical  Division  during  this  reporting  pariod,  tlio 
Ehrigc.de  Aviation  Officers  have  experienced  difficulty  in  locating, 
organizing  end  controlling  thoir  aviation  assets.  To  alloviato  this  problem, 
tho  14th  Combat  Aviation  Battalion  assigns  an  Air  Mission  Command  or  (AMC) 
to  each  of  the  sup  ortad  brigades  oach  day.  The  AMS  identifies  himself  to 
the  Brig, ad  j  Aviation  Officer  each  morning  end  is  available  to  tales  charge 
of  tho  planning  and  organization  of  any  quiclc-notico  missions. 

(a)  Recommendation:  Other  units  with  a  similar  sup  or t 
mission  siiou-ld  consider  a  specific  program  to  insure  quolifiod  porsonnol 
aro  always  available  as  Air  Mission  Commanders.
